THE BIRDS OF ARIZONA. 


Dr. Elliott Coues, formerly at Fort Whip- 
ple, has published, in Philadelphia, what he 
calls a “ Prodrome of a work on the Ornithol- 
ogy of Arizona Territory.” Prodrome means 
a forerunner, and we suppose this pamphlet 
of 64 pages is but a taste of what we are to 
have from the Dr’s. pen, on the birds of this 
Territory. We are not well enough versed in 
ornithology to say what confidence is to be 
placed in the doctor’s conclusions, but if he is 
nearly as accurate as he is enthusiastic in his 
passion, his work must bea valuable one. 
His introductory remarks regarding’ Fort 
Whipple and vicinity, and the birds he found 
here, are as follows : 

“ My own observations, made during the 
sixteen months | resided in Arizona, extend 
over the Territory from east to west, chiefly 
near the line of the 35th parallel; and along 
the valley of the Colorado from Fort Mohave 
to Fort Yuma.

Messrs. t lurgage and Bal- 
lard, the agents for the mail contractors, are 
men of enterp ize and experience, and if any 
one can put the mails and stages through 
promptly, they can. Our people are indig- 
nant over the action of certain parties, who, 
not willing to ask for mail service from S. Ber- 
nardino to Prescott via La Paz, on the merits 
of that route, are trying to secure it by de- 
nouncing this route.

We have must of the early form- 
ati ns here and all with trap and igneous 
rocks of a moist discription are found here. 
In metals we find gold, silver, copper, lead, 
quicksilver, coal and salt. Even meteoric 
stones are picked up eccasionaliy. ` 

Above the Muhave Gd some eae Sie 
have taken up lodes of silver with very ric 
ores, some of which I assayed, yielded $1500 
per ton—veins nine fe: t wide and regular. 

With sufficient means at my disposal I 
could perhaps secure the best discoveries that 
are or will be made in this interesting region. 
Had I the means we used the first two years 
in Arizona I would make conditional purchases 
and open the veins by contract. Mexican 
and American labor can be had at reasonab‘e 
rates. Here almost every one is broke—most- 
ly engaged in holding veins by sitting down 
on them and starving, expecting some mill- 
ionare to come along and buy their interest.

[EXCLUSION OF LOYAL SOUTHERN SENATORS

I deem it a subject of profound regret that 
Congress has thus far failed to admit to seats, 
loyal Senators and Representatives from the 
other States whose inhabitants, with those 
of Tennessee , had been engaged in rebelhon. 
Ten States, more than one-fourth of the 
wh.le number, remain without representa- 
tion The seats of fitty membets of tue 
House and twenty members of the Senate are 
yet vacant; not by their own consent, not 
by failure of election, but by the refusal of 
Congress to accept their credentials. ‘Their 
admission, 1t is beheved, would have accom- 
phshed much towards the renewal and 
strengthening of our relations as one people, 
and have removed a serious cause fur discon- 
tent on the part of the people of whose States. 
lt would have accorded with the great prin- 
ciple enunciated in the Declaration of Ameri- 
can Independence, that no people ought to 


change; but on the contrary their correct- 
ness has been confirmed by refle: tion and 
time. If the admission of loyal members to 
seats in Congress was wise and expedient a 
year ago, it in no less wise and expedient now. 


| Ir this anomalous condition is right now, and 


if, in the exact condition of the tates at the 
present time, it is lawful to exclude them 
trom representation, l] do not see that the 
question will be changed by the cftlux of 
time, Ten years hence, if these States re- 
main as they are, the right of representation 
will be no stronger—the right of exclusion 
will be no weaker. The Constitution makes 
it the duty of the President to recommend

ent. I know of no measure more imperatively 
demanded by every consideration of national 
interest, sound policy and equal justice, than 
admission of loyal members from the now un- 
represented States.

and no just reason is conceived why a Dele- 
gate of their choice should not be admitted 
toa seat in the House. No mode seems 66 
appropriate or effectual of enabling them to 
make known their peculiar conditions and 
wants, and of securing the local legislation 
adapted to them. I therefore recommend the 
passage ofa law authorizing the electors of 
the District of Columbia to choose a De.egaté 
to be allowed the same rights and privil 
as a Delegate representing a Territory. 
increasing enterprize and rapid ag ot 
improvement in the District are highly oe 
ifying, and I trust that the efforts of the 
municipal authorities to promote the pros- 
perity of the national metropolis will receivé 
the efficient and generous co-operation of

S “FRANCE AND MEXICO. 


In the month of April last, as Congress is 
aware, a friendly arrangement was made be- 
tween the Emperor of France and the Presi- 
dent of the United States, for the withdrawal 


from’ Mexico of the French military forces, 


The withdrawal was to be effected in three 
detachinents, the first of which, it is under- 
‘stood, was to leave Mexico in November, now 
t, the second in March next, and the third 
and Jast in November, 1867. Immediately 
upon the completion of the evacuation, the 
French Government was to assume the same 
attitude in regard to non-intervention, in re- 
gard to Mexico as that held by the Govern- 
_ ment of the United States. Repeated assur- 
ances have been given by the Emperor since 
that agreement that he would complete the 
promised cvacnation within the period men- 
tioned. or sooner. It was reasonably expected 
that the proceedings thus contemplated would 
produce axcrisis of great political interest in 
the Republicof Mexico. The newly appointed 
Minister of the United States, (Mr. Camp- 
bell) was therefore, sent forward on the 9th 
of November lust, to assume his proper func- 
tions ay Minister Plenipotentiary of the Uni- 
ted. States to that Republic. It was also 


thought expedient that he should be attended 


in the vicinity of Mexico by the Lieutenant 
General of the Army of the United States, 
with a view of obtaining such information as 
might be important to determine the course 
to be pursued by the United States in re-es- 
tablishing and maintaining necessary and 
_proper intercourse with Mexico. Deeply in- 
terested in the cause of liberty afid humanity, 
it seemed an obvious duty on our part to ex- 
r ercise whetever influence we possessed for 
the restoration aud permanent establishment 
in that country of a democratic and republi- 
can form of Government. Such was the con- 
dition of affairs in regard to Mexico when, on 
the twenty-second of November last, official 
infurmation was received from Paris that the 
Emperor had same time before decided not to 
withdraw a detarbment of his forces in the 
month of November past, according to engage- 
ment, but that this d cision was made with 
the purpose of withdrawing the whole of tiese 
forces in the ensuing spring. Of this deter- 
mination how ver, the United States bad re- 
ceived no notice or intimation ` and so soon as 
the information was received by this Govern- 
ment, care was taken to make known its dis- 
sent to the Emperor of France. I cannot 
forego the hope that France will reconsider 


the subject, and.adopt some resolution jn re~ 


gard to the evacuation of Mexico which will 
conform to the existing engagement, and thus 
meet the expectations of this Government. 
Documents on this subject will be laid before 
Congress. With the evacuation of Mexico by 


the French, no subject for serious differences | P 


between France and the United States would 
remain. The expressions of the Emperor and 
people of France warrant the hope that the 
traditionary friendship between the two coun- 
tries might, in that case, be recovered and 

rmanently restored. A claim ofa citizen 
of the United States for indemnity for spolia- 
tions committed on the high seas by French 
authorities in the exercise of a belligerent 
power against Mexico has been met by the 
Government of France with a proposition to 
defer settlement until a mutual Convention 
for the adjustment of all claims out of the re- 
cent wars on this continent shall be agreed 
upon by the two countries. The suggestion 
is not deemed unreasonable, but it belongs to 
Cougress to direct the manner in which claims 
for indemnity by foreigners, as well as by 
citizens of the United States, arising out of 
the late civil war, shall be adjudicated and 
determined. J have no doubt that the sub- 
ject of all such claims will engage your atten- 
tion at a convenient and proper time. 


OUR RELATIONS WITH ENGLAND. 
It is matter of regret that no considerable 
S advance has been made toward an adjustment 
of the differences between the United States 
and Great Britain arising out of depredations 
on our commerce and other trespasses com- 
mitted, during our civil war, by British sub- 
jects, in violation of international Jaw and 
treaty obligations. The delay, however, may 
be believed to have resulted in no small de- 
ie feom the domestic situation of Great 
ritain. An entire change of Ministry oc- 
curred in that country during the last session 
of Parlimanent. ‘The attention of the new 
Ministry was called to the subject at an early 
- day, and there is some reason to believe that 
it will be considered in a becoming and 
friendly spirt. The importance of an carly 
disposition of this question cannot be exag- 
gerated. Whatever might be the wishes of 
the Government, it is manifest that »good 
feeling and friendship bétween the two coun- 
tries cannot be established until reciprocity 
` in the practice of good faith and neutrality 
shall be restored between the respective na- 

tions.

The mode of applying super-heated steam to 
the crushed rock desulpherizes it, freeing the 
metals, and afl that is necessary is to retort 
the amalgam to obtain the result of the yield. 
We learn that this process is not as expen- 
sive as the ordinary method of working, and 
the pubhe will look with considerable inter- 
est to the future experiments with the same. 
Tt is to be hoped that it will prove reliable, 
as by its means there are a host of at present
